tell. I grew some for the second year this season and they did very 
good especially for the adverse weather we had here this scason. 

I will not introduce any unless they prove to be good. It looks like 

2 or 3 of them will be good. 

We sell only youngbulbs grown from bulblets or small planting stock and 
are not robbed of their vitality with fertilizers or over watering. 

T do not condemn fertilizers or watering,some times they are necessary 
but can be over done. . 

OUR, GUARANTER Ye guarantee satisfaction or money back and I mean just 
that. If you are not satisfied, return them and I will cheerfully 
refund your money. We guarantee our bulbs true to name and young healthy 
cwulbs free of thrips. Our bulbs are all treated with Spergon & D.D.T.
